Case of Private Richter's Death is 


Being I«vestigated by the

Washington, May 9.—George B, Da- 


vis, Judge advocate general of the 
army, has made a report to the adju- 
tant general concerning the death of- 
Private Edward C. Richter, Company 
I, Twenty-eighth infantry, which oc- 
curred at Dasmarinos, Philippine Isl- 
ands. Richter enlisted at Syracuse, 
N. Y. The facts show that Richter 
was boisterous and intoxicated, calling 
Lieutenant Sinclair vile naiaes. As he 
resisted arrest he was tied, and as his 
profane language continued, cold wa- 
ter was dashed into his face. 
AS he 


continued abusing-. Richter was gag- 
ged, a cloth being held over his head, 
which was removed from time to time 
to allow the prisoner to vomit. 
Five 


minutes afterward he was in his cot. 
Ha was breathing when he was laid 
on the cot. Two pails full of cold 
water were thrown upon him. An 
hour afterward be was found dead. A 
courtmartial 
was ordered, but the 


proceedings have not yet reached the 
department.

Dr. C. O. Brobst, secretary of the 


jtate board of health, is sending oat 
to the loea! health boards throughout 
the state a digest of ihe health laws as 
changed by the legislature ia the pres- 


session, us follows: 


..Constitution of Boards of Health.. 


You v.'ill note first that boards of 


health are now composed of five in- 
stead of six members, and ihe mayor 
is not a member of the board. Three 
members will constitute a quorum. 
TTie present inecnbers of tha board are 
to serve out the terms for which they 
were appomte*!. la hamlets and vil- 
lages of iess than 2000 inhabitants 
the council may appoint a health of- 
ficer in Heu of a board of health, but 
such appointee must be approved by 
the state board of health. If any city, 
village, hamlet or Unvnship fails or 
refuses to establish ;i board uf health 
or appoint a health oificer. then the 
state board of health may appoint a 
health officer for suf.h city, vilbge. 
hamlet or township, and fix His salary 
ami term of office. 


Township Heslth Officers. 


2ach township is required to ap- 


point, a heaJth oificer. 
In case of fail- 


ure, as just noted, the state board of 
health may appoint such oificer. 


Quarantine, Disinfectant. Etc. 


Entirely new provisions '-ire made 


for the prevention of contagious and 
infectious diseases. The duration of 
quarantine in smallpox, diphtheria ans! 
mombraXLeons croup and scarlet, fever 
is fixed. It is 
left 
optional 
with 


boards of health to quarantine meas- 
les, chickenpos or whooping cough. 
The board of health is required to dis- 
infect any house or room in which a 
person has been ill with any of cer- 
tain numed contagious diseases, and 
it is a misdemeanor to rent any such 
house or room until disinfection has 
been carried out. Disinfection is? to he 
done at public expense, and boards of 
health are authorized to purchase dis- 
infecting apparatus and supplies. 


Expenses of Quarantine. 


The expenses of all quarantine an/1 


other measures strictly for the protec- 
tion of uie public are to be paid for 
by the city, village or township in 
which such quarantine is established. 
This will include infecte'l clothing. 


The board of health may require a 


permit to sell milk or'meat, and may 
charge nor. more than 50 cents for 
such permit, -which is to be renewed 
annually. It may refuse to grant a 
permit to sell milk or revoke one al- 
ready given, if the cows or milk are 
kept in an unsanitary eonciitiou. The 
board may" require a certificate from 
a veterinarian, that ihe covrs are free 
from tuberculosis or other dangerous 
disease. Any dairyman having sear- 
let fever, typhoid or other dangerous 
infectious disease in his 
family or 


among his employes must at once no- 
tify the health officer of the city or vil- 
lage where his milk is sold, and the 
health officer may temporarily stop 
the- sale of such milk and enforce such 
other measures as he deems neces- 
sary. 


Ir.J-.pettion of Schools. 


The board of health may appoint 


nspectors of schools or school build- 
ings. Medical inspectors could be ap- 
pointed under the provisions of this 
act 
The board of health is given full 


vers to abate nuisances and to "re- 


move or correct all conditions detri- 
mental to health, or veil-being found 
upon school property.

OUR WARES IN MEXICO 


Purchase of American Made 


Goods Steadily Increasing. 


SEW METHODS BEDHJ ADOPTED. 


Floating Store Ship With S*n»ple» 


on Board I» Soon to B« Sent South 
by Merchant*—Trade GR|I»» Made 
In X)Jlt>l*Ii tVent indie* JMid Other 
Countries. 
Mr. Frederic Emory, chief of the bu- 


reau of foreign commerce, oiade pub- 
lic the other day an interesting ex- j 
tract from that portion of the report j 
on the commercial relations of tbo 
United States tvMch deals -ft'lin our 
trade with Mexico, Central America 
and the West Indies, says tbe Wash- 
ington Post. 


Our goods are favorably known in 


Mexico, it is stated, but in certain 
lines, such as dry goods, hats, shot's, 
notions and men and women's furnish- 
ings, our exporters eeera to have made 
practically no attempt to gain the 
Mexican trade. Americans are more 
fully realizing that they must accom- 
modate themselves to the wants and 
peculiarities of the Mexicans, and as 
a result trade Is growing. Many Unit- 
ed States houses have adopted tbe 
plan of sending out young Mexicans or 
Cubans as traveling salesmen. These 
men are acquainted with the wants of 
tbe Latin-Amwican trade, and excel- 
lent results have been achieved. Busi- 
ness failures are rare in Mexico. For 
example, in Maxat'an there has been 
only one in the last fifteen years, and 
that was due to the failure of tbe 
rcain house in Paris. Commercial trav- 
elers who come to Mexico, it is stated, 
•will find a conservative class of mer- 
chants, who take pride in paying their 
debts promptly. 


Attention is called to an interesting 


experiment which American firms arc 
trying in the shape of a floating sam- 
ple store. 
A vessel is to leave the 


United States for the western coast of 
Mexico, Central America and South 
America having for sale sample 3 of 
merchandise of all kinds suitable for 
tropical trade, each line of goods be- 
ing in charge of an expert salesman. 
American enterprise has figured con- 
spicuously in the development of the 
large city of Monterey, Its water 
•works, sewerage, gas plants, railways 
and foundries being for the most part 
American. 


In tlie Danish TVest Indies the im- 


ports from the United States are ad- 
vancing yearly In spite of trade de- 
pression. The uncertainty of commu- 
nication is tbe main drawback to our 
tr,tdo, it is stated. 
At one period of 


last year fifty-two days ptissed without 
a slnqle direct sU-amur to the I'm ted 
States. 


In Guatemala our machinery is high- 


ly appreciated, thoush its delicacy will 
not admit of tho important handling of 
the Indian labor universal to the coiin- | 
try. 
However, it is realized that it is j 


far superior to other machinery in tbe ! 
matter of fuel economy, and ;<s tbe fuel 
supply of the country grows Ics*. each j 
year this fact is expected greatly to In- ( 
crease the snJe of American machinery. ' 


Three-fourths of the imports of lion- j 


dtiras come from the United States, but , 
trade that should have been ours has j 
been dherted to Germans on account of i 
the close quarantine of tbe Louisiana ] 
board of health during tbe past year. 
In Jamaica the United States has sup- 
planted England In many lines of sale, 
and shoes, cotton goods and coal are 
almost exclusively supplied by us. An 
increasing quantity of goods is being 
consumed in the Dutch West Indies, 
more than half of the imports now be- 
ing American. Our machinery has a 
firm foothold in Guadeloupe, and our 
trade is good in Haiti, though it would 
be Improved, St Is stated, if United 
States merchants w*re <r;!Hng to ex- 
tend the credits granted by European 
sellers. Tluee years ago it was hard- 
ly possible to find a shoe or hat of 
American make ia Santo Domingo. 
Now these articles are handled by a 
number ot bouses, and trade in other 
lines Is increasing largely. Besides 83 
per cent of the provision trade, we sup- 
ply all of the lumber that is imported 
and a good portion of other building 
materials.
